PORTERVILLE, Sept. 17 — Representatives of major water inter- 
ests on the Tule river are close to agreement on a permanent contract 
with the federal government covering operation, maintenance, storage 
of irrigation water, and repayment of irrigation benefits in connection 


with the Success dam project. 

An effort is being made to com- 
plete the contract, along with 
three related contracts between 
water users on the river, by De- 
cember. For the past three sea- 
sons the Success project has op- 
erated under a temporary, year-to- 
year contract as representatives 
of Tule water interests worked to 
reach agreement on'a number of 
matters, perhaps the most diffi- 
cult being actual water rights and 
entitlements.

VISALIA, Sept. 17— Until fur- 
ther notice, no insecticide in any 
form known legally as a ‘‘Restrict- 
ed Material” shall be applied in 
Tulare county within one-half 
mile of any alfalfa, hay, or other 
forage which may be fed to dairy 
animals. 

The six insecticides are DDT, 
‘DDD, Dieldrin, Endrin, MHepta- 
chlor, and Toxaphene. 

Fach person having a permit to 
purchase or apply these materials 
will consider this ruling as a fur- 
ther condition of his permit for 
usage of these materials on crops. 
This rule applied equally to air- 
craft and ground rigs. 

Tn addition to the foregoing, no 
insecticide known as a ‘Restricted 
Material” in dust form shall be 
applied to crops within the bounds 
ef Tulare county until] further no- 
tice, 

These actions are considered nec- 
essary in order ‘to implement Sec- 
tion 2442 of the California Ad- 
ministrative Code which, in part, 
requires that: ‘‘(a) No injurious 
material or restricted material 
shall be applied under any circum- 
stances or in any location where 
damige, illness or injury appears 
likely to result, through direct ap- 
plication, drift or residue, to per- 
sons, animals (including honey 
bees) or crops other than the pést

Within the city of Porterville 
building permits totalled $1,245,- 
390 for the fiscal year that ended 
June 30: nearly $166,000 worth 
of permits have been issued dur- 
ing the present fiscal year. 

Steady subdivision growth is un- 
derway toward the west from Por- 
terville, moving out into an area 
that a few years ‘ago was strictly 
farm land; within the past year 
or so subdivision development has 
started to move also toward the - 
east, and there is continuing de- 
velopment between Portervilie and 
the State hospital. 

As for the future, building con- 
versation is in the multi-million 
dollar class—a shopping center— 
or centers — at Freeway 65 and
